A Guide to Better Dancing 


Neale gt ENOUGH some of our simplest 
square dance movements (do sa do, waist 
swing, allemande left, etc.) tend to give danc- 
ers the most problems. Perhaps because many 
of these figures are intended to be simple and 
serve a very definite utility purpose, they at 
the same time bring out the creative spirit in 
some of us. 

One of these patterns or movements is 
Weave the Ring. Perhaps you can remember 
back to the time when exhibitions played such 
a large part in the contemporary square dance 
scene. Occasionally, you would marvel at the 
group that took advantage of every little 
movement to play it to the fullest. A bow and 
curtsy was deep and long, sometimes gradually 
enacted and then suddenly terminated in an 
exactness that was appealing. 

An allemande left used to be a thing of 
beauty for dancers would “float” past each 
other, turn and pause on the fourth count, 
then pull by just as effortlessly into the follow- 
up movement. Maybe it was this type of thing 
that led to some of the rather unusual interpre- 
tations of Weave the Ring. 

Actually Weave the Ring is simply a grand 
right and left but without using hands. If you 
just happen to have a square there handy, 
have everyone face his partner, give a right 
hand and then smoothly and effortlessly go 
through the motions of a right and left grand. 
You'll notice what a thrifty movement it is— 
how close you move past each dancer as you 
pass first right shoulders then left. Perhaps it 
will take you eight counts to give a left hand 
to the fourth person and a pull by—all smooth 
—a picture of sheer dance efficiency. 

While you are about it, try doing the same 
thing, calling it a grand right and left but 


“don’t wort toauch her. - Use re 
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traffic pattern but no hands and see if it doom 
take the same number of steps. Then try it by 


cars mA 
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calling it Weave the Ring. Maybe the first per- 
son you come to will do a slight bow or 
acknowledgment and then each person may 
begin “boxing comers” moving far into the 
center or further to the outside. Count the 
number of steps, eight, ten, more likely twelve 
or fourteen. 

There’s really nothing wrong with all of this. 
Sometimes it’s delightful to pause long enough 
in our hurry hurry rush rush and take a little 
time to do and enjoy. Maybe instead of chang- 
ing this, we should start looking at some of our 
other movements to see perhaps if we are not 
cutting them too close, moving too fast. 


CONSIDERATE SQUARES 
WEAVE THE RING 


In Weave the Ring, as in a Grand Right 
and Left, the dancers move past each 
other passing right shoulders (A), and 
then left shoulders (B). The ladies move 
clockwise and the men _ counterclock- 


wise. Avoid exaggerated 
movements. 
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IDEA 
DEPARTMENT 


Here’s an interesting, quick and colorful hall 
decoration, suitable to most any time of year, 
as presented in TRAVEL ON, quarterly publi- 
cation of the Central Kansas Square Dancers 
Areas Affiliation. They call it a Balloon Bouquet. 

Blow up 10 or 12 brightly colored balloons. 
These could be the same size or might be a 
variety of shapes. Tie them tightly to keep the 
air from escaping and affix to balloon sticks, 
doweling, or small garden stakes. Put a small 
piece of modeling or floral clay in the bottom 
of a container and stand the sticks in the clay. 
(By the way, a plastic detergent or bleach bot- 
tle, cut in half, sometimes makes an excellent 
container.) Fake leaves, artificial flowers, rib- 
bons, etc. may be added for additional color. 

One bouquet might be used as a centerpiece 
on your entry table or refreshment table; sev- 
eral bouquets would be colorful across the 
front of a stage, or an entire balloon garden 
might bloom in your hall at a special party. 


TURNING SUMMERTIME 
INTO CLUB PLAYTIME 


With the beginning of the square dance 
fiscal year only a month away, it’s a good time 
for planning or indoctrinating new officers who 
are making final preparations for the club 
dances, the new beginner class, and for the 
club’s participation in Square Dance Week. 

Taking advantage of the brief summer lull, 
one club, the Beverly Hillbillies in West Los 
Angeles, California, for the past twenty years 
has held its annual planning session at a bar- 
becue breakfast for outgoing and incoming 
board members. Over gallons of steaming hot 
coffee and hundreds of hot cakes and slabs of 
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ham, the club takes its first Sunday morning 
in August get-together seriously—in a friendly 
way. 

As many veteran clubs discover, time goes 
quickly once the height of the square dance 
season arrives, Early August is none too soon 
to plan the club’s anniversary dance, its 
Thanksgiving Dance or its Christmas party. 
Actually with the contribution of all club off- 
cers, old and new, ideas come fast and in no 
time at all committees have their working as- 
signments. Teams have been selected for party 
dances and the pleasure of anticipating the 
year ahead prevails overall. 

Who knows, an idea like this might work 
with your club. Like a squirrel storing up 
acorns for the winter an “idea bank” fills rap- 
idly, particularly when propelled by delicious 
food and enthusiastic companions. 


WORKING WITH THE 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Brownwood Twirlers of Brownwood, 
Texas, held a special dance last January which 
they fully publicized. Their advertising paid 
off and they had a good turn-out of dancers, 
not only from residents but from out-of-towners. 

Before the dance, the club president called 
the local police station to advise them that 
visitors might be driving to town and looking 
for the Recreation Building (which, evidently, 
is not too easy to locate). The police not only 
gave directions to those who asked but went 
one step farther and personally escorted some 
dancers to the site so they wouldn’t get lost. 

The Brownwood club reporter wrote: “Spe- 
cial thanks to the police force of Brownwood. 
This might be a good idea for any dance club. 
Let the police know where you will be danc- 
ing. Again, it speaks well for square dancers 
who don’t mind asking the police for help.”

So you re going to hold 
an Open House! 


(an idea for square dance week) 


A’ ONE TIME OR ANOTHER most of us have 
invited friends to visit our home between 
certain hours on a Sunday afternoon. A home 
fulfills one of its best purposes when it is filled 
with friends—and so it is with square dancing. 

There isn’t a person in our activity who 
doesn’t have some friends and acquaintances 
who know little or nothing about square danc- 
ing. The purpose of an open house is not only 
to recruit new people into the activity but also 
to inform them about what it is we do when 
we “dress up in those fancy clothes,” and so 
here is an opportunity to do more than just 
answer their questions. Let them see for them- 
selves. Maybe the boss or some of the men or 
gals at work have been curious, Perhaps it has 
never worked out for you to invite them to 
come and “watch” during a three-hour dance 
at one of your regular club sessions. Somehow 
outsiders in civilian clothes feel a bit out of 
place as they sit alone on the sidelines and 
watch you have fun. 


Aim at the Non-Dancer 

But an “open house” is something different. 
This is geared to the non-dancing friend. It is 
geared to the folks in church. Perhaps the Sun- 
day School class would like to come over or 
your local city council, your grocer, your 
neighbors or even the teenagers in your family 
who have never really understood what you 
see in square dancing but have patiently put 
up with you all these years. 
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The “open house” idea goes something like 
this. Pick a time, perhaps a Sunday afternoon 
when your regular dance hall is available for 
a couple of hours. Invite folks to come dressed 
in comfortable clothes. (They are not going to 
be trapped into dancing but if the opportunity 
did arise, the ladies might be wise to wear 
low-heeled shoes.) In addition to seeing that 
the hall is neat and clean (maybe you've never 
seen it in the daytime yourself) you may want 
to decorate it as you would for a party night, 
adding displays showing your club’s history. 
If yours is an old-time club, maybe a few cos- 
tumes on hangers going back a number of 
years will make an interesting talking point. 

Work it out with your caller so that the men 
folk who are interested can come up and look 
at his public address system. Your club note- 
books, photos taken from some of your parties 
over the years including club visitations, trips 
by some of the members to national conven- 
tions, samples of some of the area’s festival 
programs etc., all will help to open the door 
to a brand new world that many of these 
people have never discovered before. 


The Program 
There’s any number of ways that your club 
can put something of this sort together. Work- 
ing closely with your caller, you can design a 
program that will be mostly sociable with a 
demonstration of “what the club actually does” 
interjected two or three times during the 
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afternoon. When the crowd has reached a fair 
size, your caller or spokesman for the club 
will want to welcome your guests. Invite them 
to be seated while you explain (in the next 
eight minutes) “all” there is to know about 
square dancing. 


You may want to put them in squares and 
after briefly explaining what a square is and 
how the basics that a person learns in a begin- 
ner class blend them together to allow a 
dancer to follow the calls, let them do some 
very simple dancing. Your caller can demon- 
strate the difference between a patter call and 
a singing call and also explain what a round 
dance is. 


Whatever you do, don’t let these short pro- 
grams drag. If there is to be talking, instruct 
your club members before hand to focus their 
attention on the person doing the speaking. 
Keep square dance music playing low in the 
background as the narrator describes the fun 
club members have, and if you do a square or 
two you'll find it is wise to cut the length of 
the squares to just a fraction of their normal 
time. Remember this is a participation activity, 
not necessarily a spectators sport. Anything 
that goes too long becomes exceedingly boring 
to the viewer. 

If you do want to add a short general par- 
ticipation square or mixer once or twice during 
the afternoon, it should be one that is well 
selected and, in itself, not overly long. Perhaps 
your open house will be the lead-in to an in- 
vitation for a full scale one-night-stand some- 
time soon in the future. In that case it might 
be well to limit the general participation by 
non-dancers and just build their enthusiasm 
and appetite for “their evening.” 


Other Touches 

What you are really doing is putting square 
dancing and square dancers on display. There 
should be plenty of time to mix with the 
people and to “soft sell” the activity. An oppor- 
tunity for your guests to see square dancing in 
action, just may be the governing factor in 
winning more friends (whether they ever be- 
come square dancers themselves or not) for 
the activity. 

You may want to provide simple refresh- 
ments, punch, coffee, tea, cookies, etc. during 
the afternoon. A drawing for a few inexpen- 
sive door prizes can be an added incentive to 
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bring out guests, but whatever you do, the 
overall impact could do much to impress your 
community with the joys and pleasure of 
American Square Dancing. It would be an 
excellent way for your club to participate in 
Square Dance Week this September. 




















BADGE OF THE MONTH 





Some six years ago a group of dancers 
in Great Falls, Montana, climbed the 15 
steps to reach the front door of the build- 
ing in which they met, and then huffed 
and puffed their way to the second floor 
where they danced. There they settled 
down to select a name for their new club, 
and when searching for a title that cur- 
rently was not used in the area and 
which might be appropriate to their own 
situation, they logically came up with the 
Huff ’n Puffers. (Coincidentally the first 
club president and several charter mem-

Take a look at an “oldie” Dixie Daisy. 





JOE: You know what tends to make me un- 
easy in square dancing? It’s those traffic pat- 
terns where I suddenly find myself facing out 
without anything to do while the call continues 
to direct other couples behind my back. 

BARBARA: Dixie Daisy is that type of a 
movement although we've all done it so long 
now that no one should get “shell shocked” 
when he is dancing it. 

JOE: The pure garden variety of Dixie 
Daisy starts from a double pass through 
formation (A). Those in the center simply give 
a right hand to their opposite and pull by each 
other. Next they give a left forearm to the 
person they meet and do a left turn thru (B). 

BARBARA: Here’s where the waiting comes 
in as the actives (couples 1 and 3) complete 
the turn thru, then move to the center to give 
a right to the person they meet (C), in order 
to pull by. 

JOE: For about four Jong counts the in- 
active couples (2 and 4) simply have to wait.

ON THE COVER 


5 ew IN THE EARLIER DAYS OF SQUARE DANCING, when each dance 
sequence started with the number one couple being the first to 
do each pattern, it was normal that the most capable and expert in 
the group would fill that head spot. Today’s dancing is equally haz- 
ardous for everyone in the square, but still, when one couple is miss- 
ing it will almost invariably be that first spot that needs the dancers. 
It’s just a question of time now before our cover set finds its missing 
couple, even if they have to “borrow” it from another square. 


They do nothing but wait for the next call. 
Most important, they don’t try to dream up 
some action or as we have seen folks do in a 
panic, they certainly don’t turn around, The 
next call will involve them from the facing out 
position. 

BARBARA: The movement is fairly well 
wrapped up as the actives pull by and they 
end in (completed) double pass thru position 
(D) ready for any number of follow up calls. 

JOE: They could do centers in and cast off. 
They could do a cloverleaf. They could do 
centers out and bend the line or any number 
of combinations, 

BARBARA: Perhaps the “no panic” rule is 
one that all dancers must learn before they 
can consider themselves fairly accomplished. 
There are many times when things just don’t 
seem natural but by following the rule that 
goes with each basic, the dancer will usually 
discover that by simply being patient, every- 
thing will “come out in the wash.”

HE BRUMLEVES STARTED SQUARE DANCING 
f i in 1950 when it was so new in their area 
that it was danced in a large circle (squares 
arrived a little later). There were no clubs 
and the only sponsors of this type of fun recre- 
ation were the City and County Recreation 
Departments. Larry had to be _ practically 
“dragged” to the weekly sessions, but after a 
short time he was the one who wanted to 
dance every night. 

While attending an International Square 
Dance Festival in Chicago in 1953 Larry and 
Nance were thrilled by the round dance ex- 
hibitions and decided that round dancing 
should be a part of the Louisville dance pic- 
ture. The following year they eagerly joined 
a class conducted by Lee and Opal Green, As 
this class progressed others were started and 
soon Roundaliers round dance club was 
formed. The Brumleves were the first presi- 
dents of the club and are still active members. 

1958 was the year Louisville hosted the 
National and Larry and Nance assisted the 
Greens with their duties as Round Dance 
Chairmen. Following the convention they trav- 
eled to numerous workshops trying to learn all 
they could from the Hamiltons, Smiths, Turn- 
ers, Fosters and others. Frank Hamilton’s 
“American Round Dancing” and “Roundance 
Manual” were also of great help. 

In September of 1961 a group of dancers 
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formed a round dance club for the purpose of 
learning basics and popular rounds and invited 
the Brumleves to be the teachers. The club 
was named “Sil-O-Ets” and Larry and Nance 
are still the instructors. It’s a warm and friend- 
ly group who enjoy dancing together. In addi- 
tion, Larry and Nance conduct a Monday 
night workshop, two beginner classes, and 
handle the rounds at a Saturday night square 
dance club. 

Larry works as a supervisor at the DuPont 
Neoprene plant and Nance is a fulltime house- 
wife, having retired from secretarial work sev- 
eral years ago. She also finds time to help out 
at their daughter and son-in-law’s flower shop. 

The Brumleves believe that smooth dancing 
is fun dancing and prefer to stress the “how” 
rather than “how many.” To them round danc- 
ing means lasting friendships, delightful music, 
wonderful exercise, challenge and spice all 
rolled up into one. Their two attempts at 
choreography resulted in Golden Sands, writ- 
ten in 1959 and Seems Like, a 1966 Grenn 
release.

The Use of “Zero Movements’ 
and “Equivalents” in Calling 


By Jay King, Lexington, Massachusetts 
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Last month Jay King wrote about Zero Movements. This month he continues 
and turns his comments to the subject of “Equivalents.” 


@ An equivalent is a call or short series of calls that has the same positioning 
effect as another call or short series of calls. The idea of equivalents came into 
calling almost from the beginning of the “western” or contemporary movement. 
For example, one of our early modern dances required the active couples to 
start from home and do a “pass thru, then separate and go around one, come 
into the middle and pass thru, split two and separate around just one” etc. etc. 
Not long after this “goalposting” figure was invented, callers began having the 
actives “pass thru and face partner” or “box the gnat then face to the middle” 
and even later “star thru” and “slide thru.” It turns out that any of these latter 
four calls, if given for regular couples in home position (by “regular couples” is 
meant a man with a girl on his right), is equivalent to “pass thru, separate 
around one and come into the middle.” 

One of the most important things for a caller to understand is that the “frame- 
work” for most dance patterns is made up of (or can be reduced to) a very few 
“bread and buttter” basics like pass thru, right and left thru, dive thru, star 
thru, two ladies chain, etc. Knowing this, the caller can learn to use these very 
basic basics and then learn step-by-step to substitute equivalents for the basics 
he already knows. Equivalents, like zero movements, must be used in dance 
patterns that go somewhere. In other words, it does no good to know an equiv- 
alent for right and left thru if the caller doesn’t know how he intends to use 
right and left thru in the first place! .The more at home a caller becomes using 
pass thru, right and left thru, dive thru, star thru, etc. the more he'll be at 
ease using equivalents for these calls. 

Equivalents are fully as useful as zero movements in helping the caller provide 
variety and in freeing him from memorizing all his dance patterns. A caller can 
never be entirely free of memorizing, of course. He has to memorize (or learn) 
what happens to the shape of the square as he gives each call, what hand or 
hands the dancers have free as each call is completed, how to maneuver dancers 
into the proper set-ups for a left allemande, what combinations of calls fit . 
smoothly together, how many steps on the average it will take a dancer to 
complete a given basic, etc. etc. But by the act of memorizing a few simple 
patterns and also memorizing some equivalents for the basics used in those 
patterns, the caller has actually freed himself from having to memorize entire 
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tips. It isn’t difficult to illustrate why this is so. Here is a short dance pattern 
using very basic basics. 

Heads (Sides) star thru 

Pass thru 

Right and left thru 

Dive thru, pass thru 

Allemande 


That pattern wouldn't exactly bring the house down, but it's useful as a 
framework for using equivalents. For one thing, it’s easy for the caller to 
remember and for another, it moves to a proper left allemande. By knowing a 
few good danceable equivalents for star thru, pass thru, right and left thru 
and dive thru, the caller puts himself in a position to inject lots of variety into 
that pattern without getting himself “lost.” To illustrate the principle, one 
equivalent for each of the basics in the pattern will be used. 


Basic Equivalent 
Star thru (for regular facing couples) Swing thru, spin the top, right and 
left thru 
Pass thru (for regular facing couples) Swing thru, centers trade, turn thru 
Right and left thru Swing thru, girls trade, boys trade, 
boys run, wheel and deal 
Dive thru, pass thru Do sa do to a wave, all eight circulate 


Suppose the caller wants to substitute the equivalent for star thru in the 
pattern. He simply replaces star thru with swing thru, spin the top, right and 
left thru on the spur of the moment and his mental picture of the dance pattern 
remains exactly the same as it was. For the dancers, however, the pattern is 
more interesting because a swing thru, spin the top, right and left thru from a 
dancing standpoint is not at all like a star thru even though the end result from 
a positioning standpoint is the same. 





The name of Jay King, author of this chapter, is familiar to the readers of 
SQUARE DANCING as a creator of interesting dance material, much of which 
has appeared in the Workshop pages of this magazine. At the end of this chapter 
youll learn more about Jay and his many contributions to square dancing. 





Suppose the caller wants to substitute equivalents for both star thru and 
the right and left thru. The pattern then goes like this: 


Heads swing thru 

Spin the top = Heads star thru 
Right and left thru 

Pass thru 


Swing thru 
Girls trade, boys trade = Right and left thru 
Boys run, wheel and deal

Dive thru, pass thru 
Allemande 
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Suppose now the caller wants to replace pass thru with its equivalent. The 
pattern becomes the following: 


Heads star thru 


Swing thru, boys trade 


Tn tru = Pass Thru 


(Since the actives have left hands free here, the caller 
has them do a do Sa do with the outside two before 
the right and left thru) 

Dive thru 


Swing thru, boys trade, turn thru = Pass thru

In this chapter, only the basic idea behind the use of equivalents has been 
presented. If used to the full, the practice of substituting equivalents for “basic” 
basics in simple patterns is, like the use of zero movements, a straightforward 
way for the caller to begin to move away from brute memory work and in a 
sense to “glorify” or modernize dances he has already learned. If he will learn 
to use both equivalents and zero movements in his patterns, his ability to provide 
variety can become almost unlimited.

They move forward 
until they have passed one person, then they 
separate, the lady turning to her right, the man 
to the left and walk around behind that per- 
son (17) then back into the line to the spot 
they just vacated. This completes one time 
through the routine for a total of 64 beats of 
music. To start through the entire sequence 
the second time, the same active couples step 
into «the center to swing their partner. The 
couple at the head is “dead” or simply without 
anything to do for the length of this sequence. 
Then they become active. The couple at the 
foot of the line would also normally be in- 
active and, instead of swinging as shown 
would remain stationary in the line during the 
next sequence. 

This is but one variation of the popular 


contra Pretoria (done to Top record Dancing 
to Pretoria No. 25066. Also on Lloyd Shaw). 
In the original form at the spot (Pictures 7, 8 
and 9) when the ladies stay in place and the 
men take the action, the couples would work 
as units and the two men in each duple unit 
would move forward, split the two ladies fac- 
ing them, separate, move around behind that 
lady and return to place. In a “men cast thru” 
the same action would occur later when the 
men stand in place and the ladies do a solo 
for eight counts (photos 12, 13, 14 and 15). 
In each foursome the two ladies would move 
forward together, splitting the opposite pair 
of men they would separate, walk around be- 
hind the one man and return to home position 
for a “ladies cast thru” (for the calls for this 
contra see page 35 in the Workshop).

ing the pivot, the dancers cast off three quar- 
ters around (6) to complete the first half of 
the action. In many contras there is one point 
around which the dance interest is centered 
and in Pretoria, the next four segments, each 
taking eight steps, set it apart as something 
truly different and challenging. Looking back 
to the first picture, you will note that couple 1 
(nearest to you) and couple 2 (just below 
them) will work as a unit. The same goes for 
couples 3 and 4 and for couples 5 and 6. 
When the dancers come down the hall and 
complete their cast off (6) each of the active 
(odd numbered) couples has traded places 
with his inactive couple so that the couple 
nearest you now is No. 2. The next is No. 1, 
the next is No. 4, etc. The odd numbered 
couples are still active, of course. 


As the ladies stay in place the men in eight 
steps move forward (7), passing right shoul- 
ders they move behind their partner (8) and 
return to their line and turn in place (9). 

Next, all the inactive couples cast down. 
They move forward and face the foot of the 
hall (10) move toward the foot, passing just 
one person. They separate, the man turning 
to his right, the lady to her left, and walk 
around that person (11) and retum to their 
place in their lines. 

Then as the men stand in place the ladies 
move forward (12) pass right shoulders with 
their partner, walk around behind him (13) 
return to their line (14) and turn in place 
(15). 

For the last grouping of eight counts, the 
actives take a step forward then turn to face

e Some information regarding the Mormon 
Pioneers is available, but again is tantalizingly 
sparse. This advance party consisted of 143 
men, 3 women, and 2 children, and there are 
descriptions of men dancing with each other 
along the way, performing “pigeon wings and 
other figures.” Brigham Young, feeling that 
card playing, profanity, dancing and other 
frivolities had gotten somewhat out of hand 
along the trail, sternly rebuked the party, re- 
portedly saying in part: “Suppose the angels 
were witnessing the hoedown the other eve- 
ning . . . would they not be ashamed?” In 
speaking of the Negro dance, he said: “They 
will hoe down all, turn summersets, dance on 
their knees... .” 

The date was May 29, 1847, and the term 
hoedown was even then in common usage. 
What was it? Why, a dance on the green, a 
dance which would “hoe down” the grass or 
whatever else was underfoot, and a dance in 
which each dancer strove to outlast, or “hoe 
down,” the other dancers. 

The Mormons, well-disciplined and working 
for a common goal, sang and danced their way 
westward to Utah, where they have been sing- 
ing and dancing since. Until the advent of the 
“modern” or contemporary square dance in 
which conformity has stifled old or regional 
styles and novelty has driven the old dances 
out of sight and mind, the traditional Amer- 
ican square dance probably survived in its 
purest state in the Salt Lake country, and some 
elements of the early pioneer dance must 
surely survive there. 

1849 was “the year of madness,” when gold 
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The Covered Wagon Era 
(Continued) 


fever turned the eastern states hysterical and 
vast masses of people from all over the nation 
set forth to make their fortunes in California, 
There was a good deal of socializing along the 
trail, and there are many mentions of dances 
— although again, no descriptions of the 
dances. With people from all the states and 
regions on the trail, there must have been a 
curious and exciting mixture of patterns and 
styles. An occasional hint about the dances 
comes through in a journal or a diary. We may 
safely assume that quadrilles, contras, even 
running sets were enjoyed. There may have 
been some couple dances or some few simple 
rounds, depending, of course, upon the religious 
austerity of the particular group involved, for 
many grandsons of the Puritans were among 
those westering. Preachers outnumbered dance 
callers and fiddlers, and there were undoubt- 
edly more Bibles than dancers along the whole 
California Trail. | 

The Wagon Train people were, for the most 
part, agricultural people (until gold fever at- 
tracted every sort of occupation and person) 
—simple, steadfast, moral, more often illiterate 
than lettered. They were a rather uncomplex 
people, with simple tastes and a simple cul- 
ture. Their dances undoubtedly were simple 
and, except for the basic square formation of 
the quadrilles, would probably be totally alien 
to today’s modern dancer and caller. The danc- 
ing was undoubtedly crude, unpolished, slop- 
py, but fun! The people danced for enjoyment 
and relaxation, showing off their individual 
styles, doing their best to “hoe down” all other 
dances. The floors were prairie sod, mountain 
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meadows, river banks, The music was most 
often a fiddle, although guitars and flutes are 
often mentioned, along with mandolins, 
“bones,” and an occasional harmoneum. A 
journal dated July 16, 1846, comments: “We 
formed lines for a dance.” Another journal of 
1851 notes: “There was feasting and waltz- 
ing.” Costumes were workaday farm and work 
clothes that had been worn at home, plus some 
new Spanish styles such as the broad-brimmed 
hat or Mexican-style boots or a guitar which, 
via Missouri, had somehow found its way from 
Santa Fe or Taos to the Green River or Salt 
Lake country. 

1851 found dancing flourishing in the South- 
west, in Utah, and in California and Oregon, 
or wherever else Pacific settlements were 
formed; but except in these places the two 
prime requirements of widespread dancing— 
womenfolk and established settlements—still 
were lacking. People were still transients, and 
the frontier dance remained a transient dance, 
a random mixture or succotash of many east- 
ern American patterns, with touches of the 
Spanish or the French. No western regional- 
ism, styles or combinations could yet appear, 
except perhaps in a tentative way in Utah and 
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free-tor-All 


This month we conclude the chapter on The 
Covered Wagon Era. In future issues Bob Cook 
will continue with his story of the Frontier 
Dance of the Plains and Rocky Mountain 
States. The history of the Miners, Clodhopper 
Dance, the Poor Cowboy and the Frontier 
Dance Today will be covered. 


Pacific States, and the vast problems besetting 
the travelers, even by 1855, were so serious 
and demanding that there was no time for 
formation of an organized, complex, consistent 
dance development. 


All of this was about to change. The trails 
were by now well-known and well-marked, 
the overland journey beginning to be almost 
routine. Two things would bring about settle- 
ments with womenfolk in them, and so bring 
the Frontier Dance to quick and full flower: 
the discovery that the “Great American Des- 
ert” could be farmed, and the Pikes Peak Gold 
Rush. The seeds of the dance had _ been 
planted, and in 1859 they really began to 
sprout!

QUARE DANCING IS ONE ACTIVITy that is en- 
joyed in many parts of the world. Just a 
few of these areas are mentioned in the fol- 
lowing. Add to these England and the coun- 
tries of continental Europe, Japan, Taiwan, 
Australia and New Zealand, South America, 
etc. and it becomes apparent that it is truly 
an international recreation. Indeed, square 
dancers and square dancing is the same re- 
gardless of geographic location. 


Puerto Rico 

Square dancing began in Puerto Rico in 
1964 and 1965 with the organization of three 
clubs. Now there are six clubs of enthusiastic 
dancers, dancing at least once each week in 
different areas of this 100 by 30 mile island. 

All of the clubs own their own equipment 
and dance to records when there is no caller. 
There are a number of young beginning callers, 
some of whom are excellent square dance 
teachers. All clubs hold beginners classes twice 
each year for approximately 20 lessons and 
there is a great deal of visiting between clubs, 
especially when a caller is present. 

An Island-wide Jamboree, with afternoon 
workshop and long after party is held three 
times a year with sponsorship rotated among 
the clubs. Attendance runs between 100 and 
200 dancers. Island callers alternate tips and 
sometimes callers from the States are imported. 

Square dancing is well established and any- 





one transferred or visiting will have no difh- 
culty in locating places to dance in the area. 


New York-Canada 

The Seaway Squares of Massena, New York, 
located on the banks of the St. Lawrence River 
which is the boundary between the United 
States and Canada and Whirlaways Square 
Dance Club of Cornwall, a city in Canada 
across the International Bridge has a unique 
relationship among square dance clubs. 

The two clubs meet together in a spirit of 
International friendship every week. Every 
other Friday evening (2nd and 4th) the group 
dances at the YMYW club in Cornwall, while 
on the Ist and 3rd Saturdays the dance is held 
at Jefferson School in Massena. Windell 
Hughes of Plattsburg, New York calls the tips 
in Massena; Harry Peterson of Ottawa, Canada 
handles the mike chores in Cornwall. 

This kind of International friendship shows 
the fine spirit of cooperation that exists in the 
square dance world. Perhaps our diplomats 
could benefit by examples such as this.

HOW TO USE THE RECORD REPORT 


To get the best possible analysis all singing calls are 
checked and rated by two sources. First, a rating is 
made by a square of dancers that actually dances to 
each record. The records are then sent to another re- 
viewer who rates them on recording quality, instrumen- 
tation, clarity of commands, and body mechanics. The 
final “star” rating is based on a consensus of the re- 
ports from both. In all cases unless otherwise noted it 
may be assumed that singing calls are recorded in a 
medium range. In the case of hoedown the key will be 
included. 

Each report gives am analysis of the record 
and the dance. The shaded area in the 
chart indicates the voice range used by 
most recording companies. By comparing 
the voice range letters in each analysis 
with those on the chart, you should be 
able to determine the record’s suitability 
to your voice. Occasionally a report will 
be starred {*) in which case you will find 
the calls reproduced in the Workshop sec- 
tion of the same issue. 

Some of the square dance records reported wil! have 
rating symbols at the end of the “Comment section. 
These represent the opinion of the reviewing committee.
